horted the People to Repentance, &c, Hehath theſe very words,Yolcns ſequi- 
dim Deus terrere Civitatem, © terrendo emenddre, terrendo tonvertere, terrends 
murdare. terrendo mutare ſervo ſuo fideli viro ut dicitur Militaris, &c..-- God 
being pleaſeUto terrifie the City, by terrifying to convert it, by terrifying to 
cleanſe it, by terrifying to change it, he Revealed(as is reported) to a Syldiet 
his faithful Servant. Anda little further, No&@js 1nitio temebrantes, cc, In the 
Beginning of the Night, whilſt Darkneſs Covered the Earth, there Appeared a 

Fiery Cloud in the Eaſt, Cat firſt but a licrle one), Afterwards by degrees, as 
je Approached the ity. it fo tacreaſed, till being mighty big it Hovered ter- 
ribly over all the City, there wasſeen a horrible Flame which deſcended from
